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IT STARTED there says Eual Goldsmith, state fire prevention officer, as Lawrence Whitfield, Supervisor of 
the Sequoia National Forest, and Ray Banks, State Ranger in Tulare county, take a look at operations on the 


Lumreau mountain fire.

The big smoke mushroomed 
off the east side of Lumreau 
mountain, above Springville, 
shortly after noon, July 5. 

Immediately, predetermined 
attack plans of the U.S. Forest 
Service and the State Division of 
Forestry were activated. 

The fire, although just inside 
the Sequoia forest, was in a 
“mutual aid” area, involving 
responsibility by both the Forest 
Service and the State Division of 
Forestry. 

Tom Masonheimer, 
Springville ranger who moved in 
as fire boss, .was coming out of 
Quaking Aspen when he got 
word of the fire by radio. He, 
traded his pickup for a 
helicopter at Camp Nelson, 
initially ordered 100 men and a 
fire camp, then within a matter 
of minutes had flown over the 
fire and figured his plan of 
attack - Stop it before it jumps 
Siphon canyon, or this could be 
a big one. 

His counterpart with the 
State Forestry, Jim Stokes, had 
also estimated the situation just 
as Tom had. 

Within less than five minutes 
after the fire was reported, two 
aerial tankers were in the air off 
the Porterville Municipal airport, 
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CONTROLLED 


hitting the fire to delay it, 
buying time for ground crews 
that were on their way. 

Ben Lyon, Forest Service Fire 
Control officer, was in the air as 
air attack boss, with Wendell 
Eckert, pilot, directing the aerial 
tankers to their fire targets. 

And through activation of 
predetermined plans, controlled 
through radio and telephone 
nets of the Forest Service and 
the State Forestry, a 
tremendous, and efficient 
movement of men and 
equipment started. 

Four more aerial tankers were 
ordered in from other areas; 
local fire crews - the Hot Flames, 
the Cobras, the Black Eagles - 
were mobilized by their crew 
chiefs at the old Forest Service 
headquarters on Henrahan 
street; personnel office was 
manned; Orange Belt busses 
were ordered; Porterville 
National Guard unit was called 
in with eight, four-wheel-drive 
trucks. 

Conservation camp crews 
were alerted by the State 
Forestry - the first from 
Mountain Home arriving less 
than an hour after the fire was 
reported - others headed for

Editorial Comment 
WHY $50 AND $100 PER MONTH? 


Surely members of the Porterville city council had some basis for 
voting themselves $50 per month - $100 for the mayor - as an 


expense account. 


Surely council members must have looked back through the 
records and found that these amounts were somewhere close to 
per-month average out-of-pocket expenses. 

Surely they arrived at the figures through some logical analysis, 
otherwise they might have voted themselves $40, or $62.50, or $75, 
or whatever a reasonable average amount turned out to be when the 


records were checked. 


But city finance records fail to substantiate this assumption. 
During the past 12 months - the 1967-68 fiscal year that ended 
June 30, 1968 - the following year Laser expenses were claimed 


by Porterville city councilmen 


and paid to them: Mayor — 


Martin, $156.71; Vice Mayor Jim Hanson, $55.52; Councilman Mac 


Williams, $65.84; Councilman Dick

That’s not $700.35 per month. 


That’s $700.35 per year. 


To replace this amount, the council has voted itself a total of 


$3,600 per year for so-called out-of-pocket expenses. 


And as set up at present, each councilman can pick up his $50 
every month, and the mayor his $100, with no verification as to 
expenditure, or, for that matter, no proof that any money was spent 
in connection with city business. 

This means that in actuality, each councilman now receives a 


monthly salary of $60 and the mayor a monthly salary of $110. 


But the city charter says that all members of the city will receive 
$5.00 per meeting attended limited to two meetings per month. An 
increase in pay for councilmen can only come about through 
amendment of the city charter by a vote of the people - and back in 


1963 the people voted down increased pay for council members. 


So what’s the issue? 


It is not that city councilmen should be or should not be 
reimbursed for out-of-pocket expenses incurred in connection with 
city business. They have been reimbursed when they present their 


legitimate claims, and no one argues about this. 


The issue is that through a bit of legal maneuvering - the calling of 
what is actually a pay check an expense check instead of a pay check 
- council members have circumvented the basic law of the city, 


namely the city charter. 


Through this maneuver, councilmen can now put public money 
into their own pockets without proof of expenditure and actually, 


although not illegally, in violation of the city charter. 


A STATE DIVIDED? 


There has been a lot of talk in the past — especially 
when the argument over water distribution gets a 
little hairy — about splitting California at the 
Tehachapi and making two states out of one. 

Less frequently aired is another old secessionist 
argument: the splitting off of a strip of California 
along the east slope of the High Sierra and hemstiich- 
ing it onto Nevada. But it’s back in the news now. 

The California-Nevada Boundary Committee is the 
prime mover this time. It would seek secession of 
some 18,000 square miles of very scenic land, includ- 
ing one complete county, Mono, and parts of seven 
others, from Inyo up to Modoc and the Oregon border. 
Some 35,000. Californians would become Nevadans, 
unless of course they made the westward trek across 


the divide. 


Some observers accept the move as being serious. 
Some feel it’s a great put-on. At least, so far as we’ve 
. heard, no one thinks Howard Hughes is behind it.

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HAT HAPPENS WHEN NO ONE LEFT 


FOR PROTESTORS TO PROTEST TO?

One of the most talented 
columnists of the day, Russell 
Baker of the New York Times, 
recently did a clever piece 
called “Parousia Now!” based 
on the name of a new cam- 
paign led by one Kervin La- 
hart, which is supposed to 
give everyone an opportunity 
to protest against something, 
anything or everything. 

Membership in_ Parousia 
Now! Baker reports, is open 
to everyone who is sick and 
tired of the way things are 
and who wants to become a 
social unheavalist. Its targets 
of opportunity include, among 
many, the President, Con- 
gress, General Motors, God 
and rainy weekends. 

Almost no subject is out of 
range of the non-violent tech- 
niques of Parousia Now! (Par- 
ousia reportedly meaning the 
second coming) which are 
stamping the feet and holding 
the breath. 

But Baker says the move- 
ment could have one fatal 
flaw: if everyone is protesting 
something there will be no 
one left to protest to. 

Perhaps another flaw is the 
difficulty of protest against 
protest. Or to put it another 
way, while many good, red- 
blooded Americans truly are 
sick and tired of everything, 
or of something, a number of 
other patriotic, responsible 
citizens are at least reasonably 
content with the way things 
are, or were before “the end 
justifies the means” gained ac- 
ceptance legally, politically 


and ethically. 


These poor contented cows 
reportedly number. about 80% 
of the population (a modern 
minority) and. somehow they 
found decent citizenship to be 
more profitable than rock- 
throwing in any of its forms, 

Perhaps the full extent of 
the discredit of their world 
was reflected on the same 
New York Times page which 
carried Mr. Baker’s column. 
Under that prestigious mast- 
head was an editorial, discus- 
sing the fires and the fighting 
at Columbia University, 
which said solemnly “Pro- 
voked as they were by the 
throwing of bricks and bottles, 
the building of barricades and 
the hurling forth of the most 
obscene epithets, there is still 
no excuse for those individual 
policemen who resorted to ex- 
tremes of violence” to restore 
order. 

Or, let them get away with 
it. Resistance to violent pro- 
test for the sake of law and 
order cannot be tolerated. 


A lot of older heads are 
shaking in dismay. Among 
them are depression graduates 
who know how much better 
the country is today than it 
has been. Some worked their 
own way out of personal pov- 
erty, family bankruptcy and 
childhood orphanages, and in 
the great age of youth and 
Parousia they have the old- 
fashioned audacity to believe 
this country can still solve its 
problems without going to 
war with itself. 


POSTAL POLITICS 


Practically everyone who writes or expects a letter 
these days is damning the Post Office department. 
Service is admittedly erratic, and by private industry 


standards, unacceptable. 


The Council of State Chambers of Commerce has 
offered its criticism of the department in the form of 
a charge that it is a major example of excessive federal 
employment growth. The Council cites the fact that 
during the decade 1954 to 1964 mail volume rose 33.4 
percent, postal emplovment only 16.1. From 1964 to 
1967, however, despite zip codes and automation, mail 
handled rose 13.6 percent while employment went up 


nearly 17. 


Post Office executives are aware of the fact that 
much of department’s difficulties can be attributed to 
an excess of politics. From wages to rates to post- 
masters’ jobs, political considerations—both Congres- 
sional and labor union—play a most prominent part. 
A presidential commission has estimated that as much 
as 20 percent of the department’s $7 billion annual 
budget is now being wasted. The commission has sug- 
gested a non-profit government corporation to run the 


postal service. 


Congress will be reluctant to relinquish such a 
political plum; but the way public resentment is rising. 
the sheer force of protesting mail may force a change. 


If it’s delivered, of course. 


They’re Adults? 


In anticipation of the prob- 
ably inevitable summer influx 
of hippies, San Francisco has 
authorized the posting of 
signs in parks and recreation 
areas reading: 

“This area is for a chil- 
dren’s playground. Adults are 
not allowed unless accompa- 
nied by children.” 

We like that twist on the 
usual admonition that chil- 
dren can’t be admitted unless 
accompanied by adults; and 
we applaud the city’s effort to

Springville from Miramonte at 
Pinehurst, and from Ballecito 
and Base Line Camp near 
Sonora; both Forest Service and 
State Forestry field kitchens, 
with food supplies, headed for 
the fire; communication lines 
were run at site of the fire camp 
on the Biederbaugh ranch, 
helicopters were in and out as 
key personnel surveyed the fire 
from the air. 

* Twelve state and county fire 
trucks, four of them designed 
for structural fire control, were 
ordered in, the first arriving out 
of Springville only minutes after 
the fire had been reported by 
Wes Kutzner, who stepped out 
into his back yard to find it in 
flames. 

Traffic problem, created 
when the fire moved along 190 
highway, was controlled by 
California Highway Patrol 
officers; Tulare County Sheriff 
deputies appeared on the scene, 
along with men from the public 
utility companies. 

Eual Goldsmith, state fire 
prevention officer, was on the 
job putting together evidence on 
cause of the fire; the two top 
men in the forest services - 
Lawrence Whitfield, supervisor 
of Sequoia National forest, and 
Ray Banks, State Ranger in 
Tulare county, were checking 
total operations. 
mid-afternoon a _ public 
information headquarters was in 
operation, headed by Ed 
Schneegas, who, during the 
course of the fire, handled 28 


: direct calls for information from 


public agencies and from various 
news media of the county, valley 
and state, plus national network 
radio and TV stations. 

Later, Chuck Ruscha, 
meteorologist from the Fresno 
office of the Weather Bureau, 
U.S. Department of Commerce, 
rolled in with a Fire Weather 
Mobile Station to provide 
up-to-the-minute weather 
forecasts that could effect fire 
control plan.

| “IN A well-organized fire camp no one is standing around. The men are 


piped from water trucks; tool 
sharpening equipment went into 
operation as men began to come 
in off the fire line; rest area for 
fire fighters was laid out in a 
heavily shaded area; kitchens 
began to turn out meals. In total 
the fire camp began to function. 

As this activity was 
underway, key men in 
Masonheimer’s attack team were 
moving in: Walt Kirchner, line 
boss; Phil Corson, plans chief; 
George Downing, service chief; 
and Ron Fernandez, finance 
chief. 

Crisis point came late in the 
afternoon when flames that had 
raced across the east slope of 
Lumreau mountain hit the edge 
of Siphon canyon. 

If the fire was not stopped 
there, if it jumped the small 
canyon, it could well flare across 
several thousand acres into high 
value timber land, possibly into 
the resort area of Wishon and 
Doyle Springs. 

Six aerial tankers dumped 
54,000 gallons of fire retardant 
along the canyon, knocking 
down the blaze, holding it back, 
so that fire. crews which at the 
peak totalled something over 
500 men, could move in build 
their fire lines and hold them. 

The battle was won at Siphon 
canyon; the flames were stopped 
there. By night the fire was 
contained - a line had been 
closed around it; by the morning 
of July 6 crews were mopping 
up hot spots; at 5:30 p.m., the 
fire was officially declared 
controlled. A fire, that initially 
appeared to have a_ serious 
potential, was held to 680 acres. 

Then, the reverse of the 
previous day’s operation got 
underway - the moving out of 
men and equipment. 

For fire crews, the finale 
came at the old Forest Service 
headquarters where families 
were waiting as busses and 
trucks brought the men in and 
pay checks were issued. 

For Forest Service personnel 
the finale may have been the 
final report from the - public 
information headquarters - the 
report that did not go over the 


wires.

Fire fighters at the Old Forest Service headquarters in Porterville line up for 


Edison Plans 
Preferred Stock 


Sale In August 


LOS ANGELES - Southern 
California Edison company’s 
board of directors has 
authorized plans to issue and sell 
3 million shares ($75,000,000 
aggregate par value) of a new’ 
series of the company’s 
preference stock expected to be 
convertible into cummon stock 
at a rate to be fixed at a later 
date. 

Jack K. Horton, Edison 
chairman and chief executive 
officer, said that the electric 
company filed an application 
with the California Public 
Utilities commission, Monday, 
asking authority .to issue and sell 
the stock and seeking exemption 
form the commission’s 
competitive bidding 
requirement. 

Filing of a_ registration 
statement with the Securities 
and Exchange Commission in 
Washington, D.C. is scheduled 
for July 29. ‘ 

Horton said that after 
receiving necessary regulatory 
clearances, the company plans to 
sell the stock in late August to a 
group of underwriters headed by 
The First Boston Corporation 
and Dean Witter & Co. 

Proceeds from the offering 
will be used to retire short-term 
loans and to help finance 
Edison’s continuing construction 
program which is expected to 
require expenditures in excess of 
$700 million during 1968 and 
1969, he said. 

The preference stock is a class 
of preferred stock which is 
junior to outstanding original 
preferred and cumulative 
preferred stocks, Horton said.
